Kalamazoo furnaces have one-piece Hot- 
Blast Fire-Pots like that shown above. This is one 
of the most important features about our furnaces 
and here are the reasons: 

It gives more heat from less fuel. It burns the 
soot and heavy waste gases by mixing them with 
a great quantity of fresh air at the surface of the 
fire. Chimney draft draws air from the ash pit 
through slots cast on the inside wall of the fire 
pot. This air, heated very hot on its trip through 
the slots, is sucked out over the fire in strong jets, 
mixes with the heavy gases and smoke, causes 
them to burn furiously. 

Thus a swirling cyclone of fire rushes up into the 
combustion chamber and radiator section. Smoke 
and soot, which would otherwise clog and insulate 
passages and inside of your furnace, are turned 
into heat to warm your home. 

Slots strengthen the fire pot and add to its life 
by keeping the molten fuel away from its walls.

Some other manufacturers try to make a two- 
piece slotted fire-pot, but this is not so satisfactory 
as the connection between the upper and lower 
sections of the slots are likely to be poor and the 
flow of fresh air is thus cut down. Often too, the 
cement between the two pieces becomes loosened, 
causing furnace to smoke and allowing gas to es- 
cape into the rooms. A one-piece fire-pot with 
cast-in slots extending all the way from the bottom 
to the level of the top of the fire is the only design 
which will always give perfect satisfaction.

Multiply outside width of house by outside length, and multiply that by 
height of ceiling. Thus a house 22 x 34 feet with 9-foot ceilings will need 
a furnace with heating capacity of 22 x 34 x 9 =■> 6,732 cu. ft. Since 
it is always better to order a furnace with a little greater heating 
capacity than is mathematically called for, you should choose a 
furnace with heating capacity of 10,000 cu. ft. If wood is to be 
burned, always order one size larger than for coal. 

If where you live you have considerable weather below zero, you 
should order furnace with larger heating capacity. If there is doubt in 
your mind, write us and our Engineers will tell you exactly what size and 
style of heating system your home needs. You cannot make a mistake 
by following their advice and installing a Kalamazoo in accordance with 
their instructions.

Number 3 is the simplest type 
of furnace, with no positive provision for the return of cold air except- 
ing for screens at the bottom of the furnace casing. This is the type 
we supply unless cold air returns are ordered. It does not insure 
circulation and we do not recommend it, nor will we guarantee satis- 
faction of furnaces installed in this way, unless the air is allowed re- 
turn passage to the basement through the basement stairway or other 
suitable openings. 

Installation No. 1

Here is an inexpensive fitting which is worth many times 
its cost if you have a two-story house heated with a pipe>- 
less furnace or with heating stoves. 

Both these styles of home heating depend upon the 
circulation of air. Following natural laws the hot air 
from the furnace register or from the stove rises as high 
as it can go, and then spreads out gradually forcing cooler 
air downward. Usually when this style of heating is used 
in two-story houses, the heating of the upper floor is taken 
care of by open stairways. The warm air goes up that way 
and the cold air comes down. Often, however, the stair- 
way is not in a central location or for some other reason 
it does not give free circulation. In these cases, the heat- 
ing of the second floor is apt to be far from perfect. 

Combination floor register and ceiling plate, shown 



here, provides an opening from the floor below into the 
rooms above. It helps the stair well in its work of assur- 
ing perfect heating to the upper stories, turning cold up- 
stairs rooms into warm, comfortable rooms.

It provides positive heating and ^^ Cash 
circulation of the upstairs rooms, as 
described just above for the combination floor register 
and ceiling plate. It thus serves two purposes, that 
of carrying the smoke pipe through the floor safely 
without contact with the wooden floor, and of pro- 
viding for positive circulation.
